The Examiner indicates: 

[there is no disclosure in the prior art of a polysilicon plug disposed within a diode 
opening and contacting the first metal silicide layer, the polysilicon plug 
comprising: a bottom portion in contact with the first refractory metal silicide 
layer and being lightly doped with the first conductivity type dopant, and a top 
portion in contact with the bottom portion; and a material that is capable of 
changing states and resistivities vertically over an in communication with the 
polysilicon plug.] 



Applicants concur with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary, and are exemplary and not limiting. However, the independent claims as allowed
